The surviving members of the party 
were too badly shaken up to tell of 
the tragedy Wednesday night but po- 
lice and residents of the Stewart and 
Hope neighborhood were told 
voung Duke, who was driving, in at- 
tempting to avoid. striking another 
car, crashed his small sedan into a 
telephone pole. Duke was dead when 
he reached Grady hospital. His auto- 
mobile was demolished. 

Physicians at Grady said prelim- 
inary examination showed that Fran- 
ces Gazaway. 18, and her sister, Estell, 
19, appeared to be dangerously in- 
jured, although the extent of the in- 
juries were not determined immedi- 
ately. The doctors said that the third 
sister, Sybil, 14, suffered. a broken 
leg and other injuries: The two young 
men escaped with less serious injury. 

The party was returning to Hape- 
ville after spending the evening down- 
town participating in and watching 
the Halloween celebration. 

Younk Duke had been a guard at 
the South camp for four years.

Pioneer of First Motorcade in ’09 
Will Be Guest in Caravan Today 


J. L. Sibley, of Milledgeville, who 
rode in the first car to make the trip 
from Savannah to Atlanta in one 


day, on November 8, 1909, will be an 
honor guest in the “Four Capitals” 
motorcade, which will run from At- 
lanta to Savannah today, celebrating 
completion of the newly completed, 
all-paved “Four Capitals” highway, 
through Conyers, Covington, Rutledge, 
Madison, Eatonton, Milledgeville, 
Graymont-Summit, Louisville, States- 
boro and Swainsboro to the pert city. 

Recalling his experiences on that 
November day 25 years ago, Mr. Sib- 
ley said this week that he predicted, 
at that time, that someday man 
would be able to make the trip ‘be- 
tween the two principal cities of the 
state in nine or ten hours. It took 
13 hours when he pioneered the route 


The car they used was a four-cy- 
linder Cadillac, then rated at 30 
horsepower. They left the paving 
when they left Savannah 5 o'clock 


in the morning, pulled into s@ad roads 
of south Georgia and never found 


paving again until coming into At- 
lanta about 6:30 o'clock that night. 

Really, they did remarkably well. 
They made their first stop for gas 
and oil at Millen, reached Waynesboro 
at 9:10 a. m., Louisville at 10:10 
a. m., Sandersville at 11:15 and Mil- 
ledgeville at 12:20. 

The only real trouble they encoun- 
tered was after leaving Covington, 
about 3:35 in the afternoon. The eve- 
ning was cloudy and turning dark 
early. They tried to turn on the car 
lamps and found they had failed to 
turn them off properly in the morn- 
ing and all the acytelene gas had run 
out. 

So they got some kerosene, lit the 
side lamps of the same type that were 
used on buggies in those days, and 
poked their way.into Atlanta. They 
reported to The Constitution having 
made the run in 13 hours all told, or 
about 12 hours actual running time.

Columbus, Americus 
| Firms Say They Are 
Barely ‘Breaking Even.’ 


The first two Georgia gas compa- 
nies, cited to show cause why rates 
should not be reduced Wednesday, in- 
formed the Georgia public service 
commission that not only were they 
failing to earn a return on their in- 
ve iment bi that one of them had 
lost money for its stockholders in the 
last two years. 


The companies answering the rule 


nisi of the commission were the Co- 
lumbus Gas Company and the Ameri- 


cus Gas Company, the former report- 
ing that it was barely “breaking even” 
while the latter said that it showed a 
deficit for the last two years, adding 
that it was faced with a growing defi- 
cit this year. The Columbus company 
sells natural gas and the Americus 


company sells artificial gas. The ved 
the 


Georgia Power Company which was | 


lumbus company is owned by 
represented by its president, Preston 
S. Arkwright, at the hearing Wednes- 
day. 

The rate in Americus is $1.90 per 
thousand cubie feet, a flat rate. In 
Columbus there is a gervice charge of 
$1 plus $1.35 per thousand cubic feet 
for the first 2,500 cubie feet, $1 per 
1,000 for the next 2,500 and 60 cents 
per thousands for all over 5,000, 

Mr. Arkwright, in outlining the an- 
ewer of the Columbus company, said 
there has been no complaints from 
customers of the company, adding that 
“this manifestly proves that the peo- 
ple of Columbus are satisfied with the 
service and the rates.” 

Mr. Arkwright said that the earn- 
ings reports for Columbus showed the 
company just about breaking even 
and that the Americus division show- 
ed a very small profit until two years 
ago when a deficit was recorded with 
defigits coming each year since. 

Charles A. Collier, vice president of 
the Georgia Power Company, also ap- 
peared at the hearing and answered 
questions of William De L. Worsley, 
city attorne- of Columbus, who sought 
to know if the increased consumption 
of gas did not warrant a decrease in 
the rates. 

“Since Columbus was changed over 
from artificial to natural gas a couple 
of years ago there has been some in- 
crease in consumption but not enough 
to warrant a cut in the rates yet,” 
Mr. Collier said.

RAMSPECK UPHOLDS 
FD.R. APPOINTMENTS 


The Roosevelt administration not 
only is not “the most _ politically- 
minded in the last 25 years,” as 
David Lawrence declared before the 
American Bankers’ Association, Con- 
gressman Robert Ramspeck said Wed- 
nesday before the Georgia League of 
Women Voters, but has disregarded 
party lines in many appointments, 
even to cabinet members. 

“Few, if any, democrats were ap- 
pointed to office in those (the Harding 
and Hoover) administrations -and 
democrats in civil service were de- 
moted wholesale to provide for the 
promotion of republicans,’ Ramspeck 
said. 

“The Roosevelt administration has 
not only appointed many republicans 
to office, including two cabinet mem- 
bers, but today, more than 18 months 
after the president's term began, many 
republicans in civil service positions 
have not been molested. Even some 
republicans in political positions 
have been permitted to remain. 

“It is well known that the AAA, 
the farm credit administration, the 
department of labor and the public 
works administration have paid lit- 
tle, if any. attention to the past po- 
litical affiliations of its employes.” 

Favors Merit System. 

Ramspeck said he would “work in 
the next congress for the extension 
of the civil service, explaining he was 
especially anxious to have all post- 
masters chosen under the merit sys- 
tem. 

‘The merit system, generally called 
civil service, comes nearest to getting 
selection that insures efficient public 
service,” he said, “There are many 
reasons for this. It takes away the 
necessity of playing politics and per- 
mits the employe to concentrate upon 
his or her duties. It is more perma- 
therefore attracts higher 


type of applicants.” 

Ramspeck said another reason he 
was opposed to political selection of 
federal employes was that members 
of cengress were supposed to devote 
their time to legislative ‘matters, and 
that if ther must select personnel of 
the federal governmental machine 
they have liftle time left to study 
legislation, 

Hits “Jobs for Friends.” 

_ “What has happened in this admin- 
istration, in several agencies at least, 
is that those within the organizations 
have gotten jobs tor their friends 
without regard to party polities and 
often without regard to ability. To 
my way of thinking, this is worse 
than making appointments under the 
recommendation of your senators and 
congressmen. When we make a recom- 
mendation and the appointee is not 
efficient or courteous, you have a 
remedy by punishing us at the polls. 

“If von are interested in economy 


and efficiency in your federal govern- 


ment: if rou wish to see federal em- 
plores selected upon a merit basis and 
giren the opportunity of making a 
career of public service. then I urge 
that vou support legislation for the 
extension and improvement of the 
classified civil service.”

HIKE IN TIRE PRICES 


Increases Will Become Ef- 
fective Today, Company 
Statement Reveals. 


AKRON, Ohio, Oct. 31.—Readjust- 
ment of tire prices, to become effec- 
tive tomorrow, were announced here 
today by P. W. Litchfield, president 


of the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Com- 


pany. 

Mr. Litchfield’s statement follows: 

“Effective Thursday, November 1, 
we are readjusting our tire price struc- 
ture. The effect of this readjustment 
will be to increase prices from 12 to 
25 per cent, depending upon type, 
brand and locally prevailing trade 
practices, 

“This step is made mandatory by 
substantial increases’ in production 
costs during recent months. Cotton 
prices are up 135 per cent from de- 
pression lows and rubber prices have 
advanced more than 400 per cent. 
Wages at Goodyear have been increas- 
ed 27 per cent. 

“Tire dealers have also seen their 
costs of doing business increased 
sharply by reason of higher wages 
and shorter hours. 

“At the same time, the quality of 
tires is infinitely higher than ever 
before. 

“With this situation prevailing, it 
has been apparent within the industry 
for some time that price levels would 
advance or there would have to be a 
curtailment of standards, 

“The general public is now and has 
been aware of this situation. As a 
matter of fact, the public voiced no 


‘particular demand for the ridiculous- 


ly low levels to which tire prices de- 
scended during the depression. On the 
other hand, we have heard public crit- 
icism of the tire industry for failing 
to get a fair return in price for its 
products. 

“We are convinced of the wisdom 
of our course and in view of the reali- 
ties of the situation we are hopeful 
that all factors in the industry will do 
their part in bringing about more 
stable conditions.”

The first order of the perching 
birds to appear here is that one called 
by the books the Tyrannidae, or ty- 
rant flycatchers.

There are 
numbers of them which look quite alike 
and must be separated by the most 
minor. external characters. These 
characters never allowed themselves 
to settle in my mind, but kept it 
stirred up by running around and 
swapping the occupancy of brain cells 
with one another. I really feel quite 
cocky in attempting to write about 
them at all. 

Take the kingbird, for example.

There 
was an occasion a year or two ago 
when [I would have given my best 
fishing rod for a good camera. Three 
young . kingbirds, and both parents 
were not ten feet from me in a small 
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dead. tree. They were between me V ys 
and the sky, the light was at my)‘. € 
back, colors were brilliant on their v 
feathers, and my kodak was six miles 
away in camp. I will never have an- 
other chance like that one. Your’ 
kingbird is a pugnacious rascal and | 
helps his family merit the name of: 
tyrant. I have seen them give red- 


tailed hawks a licking without any 
provocation. As soon as the hawk 
saw the kingbird,. he found urgent 
business in the other side of the coun- 
ty, but the fighter could not be out- 
flown. Cecil Holleran tells me that 
he has seen these small birds force 
hawks to the earth. The kingbird 
is gray on the back, with darker wings 
and tail, which is tipped with white. 
The underside is light gray. -On the 
crown there is a patch of bright scar- 
let-vermilion. Yes, the kingbird is 
distinctive. > 

Not so distinctive are the smaller 
flyecatchers. Take the wood peewee. 
The plaintive “‘Pee-ah-wee” that you 
hear in the woodlots during the sum- 
mer belong to him. I would hestitate 
to pronounce any bird a peewee un- 
less I could sit down with a pair’!

RECOVERY’S MARCHING SONG 


The tinkling dollars in the cash 
registers of the retail merchants of 
the southeast are singing the march- 


ing song of business in this section 
as it reacts to the effects of the 
recovery program. 


Renewed confidence and opti- 


mism are to be found in the monthly 
review of the Federal Reserve Bank 
for the sixth district revealing that 
during September retail trade in 
this territory recorded the largest 
totals of any month since 1930. The 
figures are all the more impressive 
in view of the fact that the full 
effects of the depression»were yet 
to be felt in 1930, the downward 
trend being continued for nearly two 
years. 

The increases in retail trade in 
the city In September, 1934 and 
1933, means that the monthly vol- 
ume of business is now more than 
a third higher than in 1932. The 
millions of dollars represented in 
these trade totals reflect the huge 
amount of money that has been put 
back into circulation in Atlanta, and 
account for the steady improvement 
being registered in all lines of busi- 
ness.

LABOR AND HITLER 
The seizure by the Hitler govern- 
ment of the various funds of the 
former labor organizations of Ger- 
many emphasizes the unhappy plight 
of the laboring classes under a dic- 
tatorship form of government. 


Hitler’s latest degree stipulates 
that all property of the German 
unions, “including their mutual aid 
associations, investment funds, and 
economic undertakings, constitute | 
the property of the German labor 
front,” and accordingly authorizes 
that these funds be seized in the 
name of the government. 

Within a week of the signing of 
the decree, labor banks, newspapers 
and headquarters had been seized 
and the government had_ taken 
charge of the vacation homes and 
fresh air farms constructed out of 
the earnings of the laboring people 
of the country. 

Such moves solidify Hitler’s con- 
trol, but, at the same time, carry 
dangerous portent for the future. 
The high-handed seizure of labor 
property is in keeping with his at- 
‘tempt to dominate the church, and 
means that should a break come in 
the nazi ranks there will be just so 
many more to join the opposition.

was never actually closer than 50 
miles of the pole’s actual location. 
In a book just published Hayes 
Says: 

Peary said he returned from _ his 
camp at the pole to a latitude of 87 
degrees 47 minutes in not more than 
56 hours. This is a distance of 150 
statute miles. Hence a man of 53 
either walked considerably more than 
70 miles a day for two days over 
rough surface, or he never was near 
the pole.

News Behind the News

REMOUNTING. WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The master minds 


are trying to be vague about restuffing and 
remounting the Blue Eagle, and they are succeeding. 

The White House always passes off the problem by saying it is 
evolutionary, meaning probably that it is unexplainable now. Others 
are going around whispering that the old bird has been slain and 
the New Dealers are just waiting until the dust of public forgetful- 
ness accumulates and buries it. 

These poses are apparently being maintained temporarily so that 
the master minds will not have to lay down a definite policy for 
everyone to shoot at. 

lf you dig behind them, you will find that the reorganizers have 
decided quite definitely what they want to do, but are just a little 
uncertain about how they are going to do it. 


PLAN. Here is what they are up to: They want to change the 

two fundamental NRA policies of price-fixing and restric- 
tion of consumption. They are not going to abolish these two poli- 
cies entirely, but they intend to work on the broad basis that there 
should be no price fixing and nc restriction of production. In fact, 
They have already adopted those two new principles, although they 
have not announced them. 

Now they know very well that there will have to be exceptions 
to these two policies. For one thing, the soft coal industry is in 
such a state that restriction of production is necessary. An excep- 
tion will be made for that and for other similarly afflicted industries, 

Also they know they cannot put their new principles into gen- 
eral operation immediately. They intend to work along quietly, 
applying their new policies to each case as it comes up, until next 
June 16, when practically all existing codes and the act itself ex- 
pire. Then they will try to revise codes in accordance with their 


ideas. 


PROSPECTS. There will have to be new legislation at the com- 
ing session of congress. Mr. Roosevelt will rec- 


ommend it in his message opening the congressional session in 
January. 

They may encounter some trouble from the industrialists. What 
the white shirts like most about the NRA is the curtailment of chis- 
eling, under-selling, over-production. That’s what they wanted for.

An American woman who has lived in Europe and Asia recently made 
this statement, in a national magazine, that “the American middle-class, 
well-to-do woman is the hardest-worked in the world. In Indian, Chinese 
and English kitchens ‘the lady’ doesn’t even have to press a button.” 

The statement is inexact in at least one particular. It assumes that 
conditions found in one section are characteristic of America as a whole. 

There is a nation-wide section in which the ‘‘well-to-do” woman 
works considerably less than the feminine field hand of France and the 
feminine road builder in Russia. 

In my corner of that section, where an annual income of $2,400 
makes a small-town family well-to-do, the lady sometimes presses a but- 
ton and even sews on a few; but she isn’t what you would call hard- 
worked. 

She has a servant to do the cooking, wash the dishes, clean up the 
house, wash and iron the clothes and make herself generally useful. For 
this combination of labors, the lady pays the servant a weekly wage 
ranging from $1.25 to $3. 

There you have the secret of the lady’s easy life in China, India and 
England. And those sections of America where the ‘‘middle-class, well- 
to-do woman” works so hard despite electrical gadgets, could make life 
just as easy by adopting the same scheme of existence. All that is 
needed is an abundant supply of servants willing to work for alittle of 
nothing. 

Now consider a greater matter. 

Many earnest citizens, foreseeing America’s loss of the world mar- 
ket for cotton, regard it as a major calamity. 

A calamity for whom? Not for the man who grows cotton. 

Cotton is a slave crop. It made planters rich when slaves did the 
work. It still makes mohey for those who have abundant cheap labor. 

But the thousands of “little fellows” who slave for it begin each 
crop year in debt and end it still owing almost as much as they have 
made—and frequently more. 

If the world is taking from America the means of keeping people 
poor, let. it go and good riddance. 

Japan is taking other American markets, but she is starving her 
workers to do it. 

America desires no blessings at that price. If one group can’ have 


no banquet unless another goes hungry, let us all eat hash together.

The president has emphasized that 
he did not regard the 1926 price level 
as one which in all respects was de- 
sirable.

During the last two months, the 
studies by the labor department have 
registered a gradual decline in food 
prices.

Be- 
tween that date and September 11, the 
index rose from 107.3 per cent of the

The restoration of federal salaries 
was left by congress contingent upon 
the cost of living. A broad general 
survey conducted by the labor depart- 
ment is used in determining whether 
these costs are such as require salary 
increases for government workers.

Of Four Dirigibles by U. S. 


Lakehurst Commander 
Presents Appeal for Fed- 
eral Support for Light- 
er-Than-Air Craft. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Visual- 
izing the time when travel between 
New York and London will be a mat- 
ter of 36 hours through a combina- 
tion of present types of airships and 
airplanes, Lieutenant Commander C., 
E. Rosendahl, commanding officer of 
the naval air station at Lakehurst, 
today laid before the federal aviation 
commission a comprehensive program 
of lighter-than-air 


Emphasizing the importance of air- 
ships from a commercial as well as a 
military standpoint, Commander Ko- 
sendahl told the commission § the 
United States cannot afford to sit 
by and see other nations develop 
dirigible trade routes. He was one of 
a series of witnesses heard by the 
commission Wednesday in advocacy of 
a definite government program of air- 
ship construction. 

Foreign Trade Challenge. 


Carl B. Fritsche, president of the 
Metal Clad Airship Corporation, of 
Detroit, sounded a warning that gov- 
ernment airship construction offers 
the only means of meeting the chal- 
Jenge of European nations in build- 
in~ super-ocean liners for internation- 
al commerce. 

“We should recognize that value of 
airships for trade penetration,” said 
Mr. Fritsche, whose company built 
the world’s first successful metal clad 
airship, the ZMC-2, for the United 
State navy. “Only through the estab- 
lishment of world airship services can 
we recapture our position in the field 
of commerce and shipping.” 

Rosendahl, former commander of 
the Los Angeles and the Akron, who 
is regarded as America’s most ex- 
perienced airship captain, strongly 
urged the commission to approve the 
$17,000,000 lighter-than-air craft de- 
velopment program recently recom- 
mended by officials of the department 
of commerce and the national advisory 
committee for aeronautics. In addi- 
tion, he asked favorable consideration 
of the following proposals: 


Rosendahl’s Proposals. 


Early replacement of the Akron. 

Immediate construction of a train- 
ing airship and modern training equip- 
ment. 

Recommission of the Los Angeles 
for flight duty as a training and ex- 
perimental ship. 

Training of both naval and com- 
mercial airship personnel, 

Building of the most promising air- 
ship, in addition to others recommend, 
in the event new but somewhat radi- 
cal types of large airships appear on 
the scene and indicate sufficient 
promise of development. 

Prosecute vigorously an experimen- 
tal and technical research program 
for airships. 

Provide adequate airship harbors 
and promote improved weather knowl- 
edge for ocean service. 

Advantages Cited. 

Questioned by Vice Chairman Ed- 


ward P. Warner, who is in charge of 
tk> hearings during the absence of 
Chairman Clark Howell, Commander 
Rosendahl enumerated a numt r of 
advantages which he said airships 
held over airplanes, despite the lat- 
ter’s high speed. Among these he in- 
cluded safety, cruising range and load. 

Declaring that the greatest need of 
the airship today is cheap helium, 
non-inflammable gas, Commander Gar- 
land Fulton, of the United States navy, 
outlined to the commission ways in 
which the helium situation might be 
helped. He said estimates of the total 
known quantity of helium available 
in the country vary from .seven to 
ten million cubic feet, “or sufficient 
to take care of 20 airships for the 
next 50 to 75 years,” with new sup- 
plies being disclosed from time to 
time. Part of the helium is going to 
waste because it is not being extract- 
ed from the natural gas, it was said. 

PWA Aid Suggested. ; 

Immediate construction of two giant 
airships through use of PWA funds) 
was strongly urged by Senator Rob- 
ert W. Bulkley, of Ohio, who appear- 
ed during the afternoon session. An- 
ticipating that congress at its next 
session will be asked to appropriate 
additional public works funds, he 
said it would be proper for’ the 
aviation commission to incorporate in 
its report some recommendation for 
applying the new funds to dirigible 
construction. 

Senator Bulkley, emphasizing the 
importance of lighter-than-air craft in 
commercial and national defense pro- 
gram, read letters from Secretary of 
Commerce Daniel C. Roper and Pub- 
lic Works Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes to show there is some _ con- 
fusion as to the availability of public 
works funds for airship construction. 
Secretary Roper favored such use of 
PWA funds but Mr. Ickes held they 
were not available for this purpose 
now. he said. 

“In view of this situation,” said 
Senator Bulkley, “it is important that 
the federal aviation commission make 
a recommendation on the _ subject. 
The whole situation seems to depend 
on the action to be taken by the 
commission.” 

Helium Price Discussed. 

James T. Howington, vice presi- 
dent of the Helium Company of Louis- 
‘ville, Ky., told the po ree, that 
large-scale airship operattions§ will 
make it possible for helium producers 
to operate at plant capacity with a 
consequent reduction in price to a 
point where helium will be more 
economical than hydrogen. 

“Since a lower price of helium than 
has ever prevailed is a necessary 
precedent to large-scale commercial 
airship development, I suggest,” said 
Mr. Howington, “that the entire 
helium orders of the army and navy 
be placed with the private producer 
until commercial operations are suffi- 
cient to take plant capacity. This 
will immediately lower the current 
price,” 

He also recommended that export 
restrictions on helium be removed 
and the product be allowed to move 
freely. 

John W. Finch, director of the 
United States bureau of mines, out- 
lined to the commission the part the 
bureau plays in the development of 
helium sources of supply.

Davis: said a decision ‘to continue 
the case had been reached because all 
legal questions in connection with the 
prosecutia@n of the contractor had been 
raised at a hearing before Judge Sam- 
uel H. Sibley, of the northern district 
of Georgia, on a petition for injunc- 
tion to restrain Whitley from continu- 
ing to operate in defiance of the con- 
«truction code. 

Judge Sibley granted the injunction 
und Whitley's attorneys appealed to 
the fifth circuit court of appeals. 

“The question of law to be decided 
by the court of appeals governs our 
case.” Davis stated. “For that reason 
it was decided to continue the trial 
rather than proceed with it under the 
possibility that a new appeal would be 
made by Whitley on the same ques- 
tions involved in the injunction case, 
in the event of his conviction.”

Here’s a Scarf For An Old Dress But Not an Old Lady 
By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Perhaps it was the rich color of 
the velveteen that was shown on the 
shop's counters, perhaps it was the 
hint of chill in the air or perhaps it 
was the large number of women that 
Nancy saw who were wearing scarves. 
At any rate, she decided to make a 
scarf or two. They would make nice 
Christmas gifts and might well be 
tucked away in her Christmas gift 
box. 

She decided to make one scarf in 
deep rich blue and chartreuse. While 
she was getting the material she se- 
lected two other colors for a similar 
scarf. The colors chosen for this one 
were red and black. And then for a 
different type of scarf she _ selected 


olive green. 
The dimensions fdr both scarves 


you may obtain by sending for it, fol- 
lowing the instructions given at the 
end of this column. 


By following the drawing you can see 
that one half is cut 17 inches long 
and either 22 or 36 inches wide. The 
other half is cut exactly the same, 
Then the pieces are joined. Next they 
are slanted in as shown in the leaflet. 
This gives the more slender part that 
fits around the neck. After this slant- 


sewed and the material seamed at one 
end. Then the scarf is turned to the 
right side and the open ends are blind- 
stitched together. A loop of the darker 
colored material is sewed on the dark 
half and the searf is done. 

The second scarf calls for a square 
of material cut 181-2 inches on all 
four sides. It is folded into a triangle 
as shown. Before being sewed a 
doubled strip of velveteen, one and 
one-half inches wide after doubling, is 
inserted. When the sewing in is com- 
pleted the doubled strip is slashed as 
shown in the direction leaflet to make 
a double fringe. Then the scarf is 
knotted about the neck. Nancy consid- 
ered making the scarf of only one 
thickness of velveteen turning back a 
hem on the two short sides, making 
the hem one and one-half inches deep 
@nd then slashing this as sbown.

Forsaking Overtricks. 

“And you call yourself a_ good 
player!” said a voluble onlooker after 
watching the South player on the 
hand below make exactly three no- 
trump. “Five-odd is an absolute lay- 
down, and you brilliantly managed to 
find the play to make two 
par.” 

South did not bother to answer, 
quite properly feeling that the kibit- 
zer was beyond help. The line of 
play which South adopted on the hand, 
which admittedly made him lose two 
tricks that he would not ordinarily 


have lost, is one that would be chosen 
by any ‘half-way sane player. The 
primary consideration should always 
be the fulfillment of the contract; 
overtricks should be disregarded if 
their development risks loss of con- 
tract.

1—South of course should have re- 
sponded with two clubs, and North 
would then probably have been the 
eventual declarer ‘at three no- 
trump. However, South was one 
of those players bitten with the 
no-trump complex. 

West’s opening lead was the spade 
three, which East won with the ace, 
returning the ten. South perforce 
won the trick with the king. Count- 
ing his tricks, he saw that he had 
one sure spade trick, two diamond 
tricks, two heart tricks and three 
club tricks—only eight in all. One 
more trick would insure the fulfill- 
ment of the contract, and the_ best 
hope of obtaining it lay in the club 
suit. South realized immediately that 
if the club suit broke 3-2 or even if 
the club Jack dropped on the first 
round, six club tricks would be cer- 
tain. However, if the club suit did 
not break and the West player held 
four to the jack, he would eventually 
be able to get one trick, and if the 
opening ; 
spades, three more spade tricks would 
be taken and the contract defeated. 

South decided to make a sure thing 
safety play! At trick 3 he led a 
low club from his hand and finessed 
the ten in dummy. This play by 
South guaranteed the fulfillment of 
the contract of three no-trump against 
any possible division. If the club ten 
in dummy won the trick, four club 
tricks would now be guaranteed and 
probably six. If the club ten lost to 
the club jack and the East player 
had a spade to return, west could 
naturally have only two left, and 
three-odd would again be assured 
since South’s clubs would now be 
solid. If the West player held five 
spades originally, East of course, after 
winning with the club jack, would 
have no way of putting his partner 
in. All in all, South’s play was fool- 
proof. It guaranteed the fulfillment 
of a game, no matter how the cards 
were divided, and furthermore would 
only sacrifice overtricks less than one- 
half of the time. 

Actually in this particular instance 
South’s play was a losing one. East 
won with the jack but had a spade 
left to return, and the defense was 
thus able to take four tricks. How- 
ever, the play did assure South of

Architects of the 40 buildings are 
now being invited to suggest decora 
tive schemes which they feel will fit 
in best with their architectural de 
signs.

Rowan will attempt to have 10 per 
cent of each sum for decoration set 
aside for use as small awards for the 
artists who rank second and third in 
each competiton. The winner of first 
place will be assigned to the work.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—(4)—In a 
deal estimated by club officials to 
involve $100,000 in cash and players, 
the New York Giants tonight an- 
nounced the much-discussed acquisi- 
tion of Dick Barteil, star shortstop 
of the Philadelphia Nationals, as the 
first big move toward bolstering the 
former world champions for 1935. 

The Giants turned over four players 
and an estimated $75,000 in cash for 
Bartell, outbidding at least two other 
National league clubs, St. Louis and 
Chicago. The players going to the 
Phillies are Utility Infielder John 
(Blondy) Ryan, Third Baseman John- 
ny Vergez, Outfielder George Watkins 
and John Puzzello, right-handed pitch- 
er who performed with the Richmond 
(Va.) and Nashville (Tenn.) clubs 
last season. 

Bartell, a “fighttmg” type of player 
and much admired for his aggressive- 
ness, is 27 years old. He has been in 
the big leagues for seven years. He 
broke in with Pittsburgh in 1927, 
after being picked up from the semi- 
pro ranks at Butte, Mont. 

He was traded to the Phillies after 
the 1930 season. He has a life-time 
big league batting mark over .300 and 
probably will be the lead-off man for 
the 1935 Giants. His presence at 
short will cause Travis Jackson to 
shift to third. 

Since their collapse in the closing 
stages of the last pennant race, the 
Giants have invested $115,000 cash in 
new talent, according to Jim Tierney, 
club secretary, who announced the 
deal with the Phillies.

President Watched Last Games and Declares

‘Jake’ at Finish.

NEW YORK, Oct. 34.—(AP)—As an aftermath of the hectic pen-

Giants, President John Arnold Heydler, of the National league, revealed 
today how he kept all the games involving the contending clubs under 
close surveillance throughout the last two weeks of September to guard 


against any possibility of scandal, on 


or off the baseball fields. 


Satisfied the finish was “as clean 
as a hound’s tooth,” Heydler avoided 
publicizing the extraordinary precau- 
tionary measures he took until the 
suspicion developed that he had con- 


centrated upon scrutinizing the per- 
formances of the Cincinnati Reds. Oc- 
cupants of last placé,-the Reds were 
the victims of four straight defeats 
by the Cardinals at the close of the 
season, while the sixth place Brook- 
lyn cluh was knocking off the Giants 
in the last two games of the cam- 
paign. 
REDS OKAY. 

“In response to its inquiry, I told 
the Cincinnati club, through vice 
President Larry MacPhail, that there 
was no basis for any suggestion that 
we had cast suspicious eyes at the 
performance of the Reds,” said Hey- 
dler today. “The facts are that I 
had reports immediately after every 
game participated in not only by New 
York and St. Louis but by the con- 
testants for fourth place; that I 
watched, personally, as many games 
as I possibly could in the east and 
that in several instances, I had my 
confidential representatives watching 
not only what took place on the play- 
ing field, but off the field. 

The league executive explained that 
he felt it was his duty, under the 
unusual circumstances, to safeguard 
against any untoward developments 
and prevent the possibility of any 
repetition of the Dolan-O’Connell 
scandal of 1924. 

Ten years ago, after the Giants 
had won their fourth straight National 
league pennant under John J. Me- 
Graw, accusations were made that 
members of the New York club had 
approached Heinie Sand, Philadel- 
phia shortstop, with an offer of 
money to “lay down” in the closing 
games of the season between the two 
teams. The Giants didn’t appear to 
need any help that year to clinch the 
pennant and those involved insisted 
it was all a “joke” but Commissioner 
Landis, after secret hearings, ban-

New Rule To Permit. 
Larger Bank Loans 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(P)—A 
ruling that will permit national banks 
to increase loans to industry was is- 
sued today by the comptroller of the 
currency. 

Under it the banks may make loans 
to industry greater than the statutory 
10 per cent of capital and surplus 
where they have received commitments 
from a federal reserve bank or the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
for the difference. 

The ruling was sent to all chief na- 
tional bank examiners and to all re- 
serve banks. 

A law passed by congress last ses- 
sion provided that loans may be made 
by the two federal agencies to business 
enterprises through the medium of 
banks, with the financial institutions 
taking 20 per cent of the liability. 

Under today’s rulng only that part 
of a loan for whch a bank is liable 
is considered as governed by the 10 
per cent limit.

“Oh, I love, Helen Louise,” said 
one of the letters. “I am feeling the 
pangs of our separation. There is 
much I would tell you if you were 
close.” 

“You are the white core of this spire 
burning in my heart,” said another.” 

Still another hinted a flight to Mex- 

ico “because it is there that we will 
establish our right feelings.” 
The letter’ were given out just as 
a jury of eight women and four men 
was accepted to hear the case. The 
prosecution laid lines to combat a 
possible plea of the so-called unwrit- 
ten law. 

Hollingshead, 23, was shot to death 
on a ranch near here last summer. At 
the time officers said Doke had con- 
fessed the killing but later the de- 
fense said it would “admit nothing.” 
Mrs. Doke, 26, herself a poetess, al- 
legedly confessed indiscretions with 
Hollingshead. 

Efforts of Hollingshead, a student 
at the University of California, to fin- 
ish a lyric poem called “The White 
Hibiscus” as a birthday gift for Mrs. 
Doke were referred to in other mis- 
sives given out by the defense.

FERA PROBES CLASH

Relief Official Says Hunger 
Marchers Will Not Have 
To Sleep in Fields. | 


ALBANY,:~N. Y., Oct. 31.—(h)— 
New York’s hunger march ended in 
police court tonight, and the federal 
relief administration began an inquiry 
into the marchers’ clash with police 
who barred them from the city yester- 
day. 

The FERA asked the New York 
state relief administration also to find 
out why more than 100 marchers, some 
of them wounded, slept on a wind- 
swept hillside all night. 

George Clark, district officer of the 
state FERA, went to police court to 
Witness the arraignment of 74 march- 
ers. After a telephone conversation 
with the FERA in Washington, Clark 
Saki he had been asked to make a 
report on the incident. At least 25 
men were beaten, 11 so seriously they 
were sent to hospitals. 

“There will’ be no more sleeping in 
the fields,” Clark announced. 

The marchers who fled from last 
night’s disorder were permitted to en- 
ter the city in a long procession late 
today. Through Wng lanes of police, 
about 125 dusty men and women 
tramped into court. 

_ Moving slowly ahead of the proces- 
sion was a truck carrying 17 wounded 
men,
